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and that their Claffes were fo order’d by fuch fpecijicj^ 
differences, that one might better know where to range 
them, as in a good perfe&ion is now done in the Vegitu- 
ble Kingdom, that is more numerous. 

But to conclude, I obferved the Eyes in the Yellow 
Gurnard were placed more on the top of the Head, and 
the Skin here covered almoft half of them, like an Eye¬ 
lid 5 which I did not obferve in the Red Gurnard 
whofe Eyes were placed more at the (ides of the Head. 
The Head likewife of the Red Gurnard was more protu¬ 
berant, in the Yellow , flatter. The End of the Rojlrunr^ 
the Teeth and Tongue in both were exa&ly alike ; only 
in the Palat of the Yellow Gurnard I obferved two Car- 
taligonous Bones, whofe edges were bended downwards 
from the Palat, and did ferve, as I fuppofed, for the 
hooking in and flaying the Cartilage of the Tongue, 
when it makes a Comprelfion for the forcing out the 
Water by the Foramina of the Head : Which Contrivance 
I did not find in the Red Gurnard , not having the ! ike 
occaffon tor them. 

This Fifh being ftale, I had not opportunity of difleck, 
ing it, and obferving the Vifcera : And (hall only farther 
add, That the Gills had four Ofleous Radij of each fide. 
But of thefe more, if I happen to get another of this 
fort.

VIII. Tart of a Letter from Dr David Kneg, F. S. 
to the Tubl foer, concerning Cobalt, and the Prepara¬ 
tions of Smalt and Arfenic. 

f Spent about 8 weeks in my own Country, and- my 
chiefeft Eufinefs was to enquire for the Minerals found 
thereabout, and to obferve their preparation Firft, I 
(hall deicribe the preparation of the blue Colour , called 
Smaltum, which is made of Cobalt or Cadmia fi*tiva,beczuf<i it 
is not clearly defcribed by any Author, as much as I know. 
Now the Cadmia or Cobalt is' a mafiie, heavy, grey 
(hining Stone, found in a great quantity in the Mines 
about Shneebirg )and fome other places of Hct-ntanduria. It 
is very often mixed with Marcafite, fometinres with 
Silver and Copper Oar, yea, the Silver is (but feldom) 
pure in the Figure of Hair. 

After they have pick’d out the Cobalt , and feparated it 
from the common Stone, they beat it to Powder by an 
Engine or Machine, commonly ufed in Mines (called a 
Poolwork.) By that Operation, the Water carries away 
the light fluff and Sand, leaving the heavieft behind. 
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
